LtSeceaces 

Our first commentary (or dissertation, whichever you prefer, hi) 
this month comes from Albert S. Lobel. It's a report that's a bit 
lengthy, and also deals with other branches of the hobby, since it was 
also being sent to other clubs. "This DXer has just returned from a 
week's vacation to Yosemite National Park, Lake Tahoe, Sacramento, 
San Francisco, Monterrey, Hearst Castle, and of course, I can't forget 
H-O-M-E S-W-E-E-T H-O-M-E. Although this was a vacation, not a 
DXpedition, I did bring along my GE Superadio for a little Dxing. Of 
course, none of the stations heard will be counted in my logs. The 
results of my DXing were good. I Dxed on both AM and FM (FM SCA, too: 
my Superadio has an SCA converter/decoder). My wife (Helene) and I 
left on 18 September at 1790 and drove as far as Bakersfield, where 
we stayed for the night. We arrived in Bakersfield around 2130. I pDxed 
until about 2200 and went to bed. Besides the local area stations, most 
San Diego stations were heard. Los Angeles AM and FM stations were quite 
strong. Channel 6 from San Luis Obispo was audible on the Superadio. 
The Holidey Inn motel where we stayed had cable TV so I could not do any 
TV DXing and channel 6 San Luis Obispo was not on the cable; they had 
channel 28 Los Angeles on channel 6 of the cable. From Bakersfield we 
went on to Yosemite. During the day there was no AM reception possible 
in the Yosemite Valley; however, as soon as you get out of the valley 
but still within sight of the valley the AM band became quite alive. 
Stations from Fresno and Modesto were like locals. Also heard were some 
of the higher powered stations from San Francisco, Sacramento and 
Los Angeles, as well as <FTRA and XEPRS. In the Yosemite Valley FM was 
possible during the day om Modesto and Fresno, as well as from Sonora 
and Stockton, At night FF could be heard from San Francisco. The AM band 
became quite alive after approximately 1730 and stations could be heard 
from all of Northern California like locals. Washington, Oregon, and 
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+ cont.) Nevada were also clear with the strongest being KCBS, 


KNBR, KCRL, KDWN, KOMO, KFNW and KFBK. The FM Atlas lists repeaters 
K2213B on 92.1 (KDFC ) and K228AA on 93.5 (KFOG): neither of these were 
on the air, but at night KFOG was heard on its own frequency. SCA was 
heard in Yosemite on KTYE, KYA, and a tone on 108.1 (certain of 108.1 
as KXOA was heard at 107.9 and I had to tune higher to get tone on 
108.1 with SCA on; not heard with SCA off). The next scheduled stop was 
Lake Tahoe. We stayed on the California side about one mile south of 
State Line, Nevada. AM stations were heard as far as San Francisco and 
Fresno during the day, as well as the locals and nearby Reno, Nevada. 
It was strange to hear a strong classical station on 780 during the day. 
FM was heard from as far as Sacramento during the day and San Francisco 
at night. SCA was heard on very few stations and only those listed as 
having SCA. No new SCA discoveries were made. KBBF could be heard on 

FM during the day with Spanish language programming. As in Bakersfiel3, 
the hotel had cable Tv, so no TV DX could be done. The cable supplied 
channels from Reno, Sacramento and San Francisco. By the way, there was 
also cable at the hotel in Yosemite and stations from San Francisco 
were supplied. A few notes on some stations in and around the Lake Tahoe 
area: KRLT on 100.1 IDs Radio Lake Tahoe; note the letters 'R-1L-T', as 
they stand for Radio Lake Tahoe. After Lake Tahoe it was off to 
Sacramento. Our plans were to take Highway 50; however, due to a propane 
truck turning over Highway 50 was closed from just west of South Lake 
Tahoe to just east of Sacramento, we had to take I-80. KCRL was heard 
from 760 to 800 at the junction of 89 and I-80. Ferhaps the transmitter 
was right near. No time for much DX in Sacramento as we were only there 
for a few hours. On the car receiver most San Francisco area AM/FM 
stations were heard. As for SCA, the car receiver does not have SCA and 
the Superadio was behind a bunch of suitcases in the trunk, so no SCA 
DX was done here. Our next stop was Fremont, California, on the east 
Day of San Francisco and about 22 miles north of San Jose. Helene has 

a cousin who lives. there and we stayed with her cousin. Daytime DX was 
possible from as much as 250 miles with good quality. I got a brief 
reception of one of my own locals, KFMB, around 1715 (time, not 
frequency) on 24 September. FM could be heard from Sacramento, San Jose, 
and San Francisco: at night, FM was heard from the Monterrey area. 
Helene's cousin did not have cable Tv. TV DX revealed stations from 
Sacramento, as well as, of course, San Francisco and San Jose areas. 
From San Francisco it was on to Monterrey. Only a few hours was spent 
here and it was on to Hearst Castle. In Monterrey DX was possible 
during the day from San Francisco and the Monterrey area. I saw the 
lone tower of KMBY at Cannery Row: it may have wound up in one of the 
slides I took, although I wasn't trying to get it in. I'll see when 

I get the roll of film back from the developers. Along Highway 1 to 
Hearst Castle no reception was possible from about 25 miles south of 
Carmel to just before Hearst Castle on either AM or FM. Our only 
entertainment was the cassette player in the car. Of course, I had to 
keep my eyes on the narrow, winding road so I wouldn't drive into the 
Pacific Ocean (NO, I do not have a W and my car would not float--it's 
a 1978 Mercury Zephyr, HI!). The road along Highway 1 was just like e 
Swiss freeway. I have been to Switzerland and the locals there would 
consider a road like Highway 1 a freeway. Most Swiss roads are much 
narrower and more winding, many are just dirt roads. That was in 1963 
and maybe by now most are at least paved. DX was done that evening with 
AM from most of California real clear. Our hotel was only 70' off the 
water, but I did not get up when the TPs would have been coming in: 
they should have been real strong at this location. FM was heard from 
San Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara during the day. From here it was a 
long drive home with a stop in the little Danish town known as Solvang. 
I didn't do much DXing from this point. At Ventura one of my local 7M 
stations, KE7L, could be heard quite clear. As I turned off US 101 

onto I-405 south I tuned to 530 to try to get the airport information 
station at L.A. International. It could not be heard until I reached 
the first sign telling airport patrons to tune to 530 for airport 
information. At that point it just came on like gangbusters. It-wag 
audible until about the Long Beach area. Then once again in Garden 
Grove where we stopped to fill the car with gas before continuing 


home I tried 530 and caught briefly the L.A. airport information 
station. From this point it was a

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Next up is Greg Kelley, who writes, "I was wanting to write and make 
a few comments on the report.given by Bill Thompson concerning the Radio 
Shack 15-1134 preamp. First of all, please let me say that I am no 
longer working for Radio Shack, and for the past month, have been 
associated with another fixm. But, I would like to say a few things. 
Bill speeks of a report on the 15-1134 by Radio-Electronics, and 
needless to say, I have not seen the report. But, the 15-1134 is made 
by Gavin Electronics of New Jersey. The booster is rated at 18 dB gain 
for VHF, and 16 dB gain for UHF. The noise level runs 2-6 (3.5 dB), 
7-13 (3 dB), and UHF (4 4B). During the time spent working for Radio 
Shack, I was called upon to test units that customers ‘say' were 
defective, and though all honestly, can report good results with them. 
But, of course, it cannot stack up to a good B-T preamp. I do feel 
it’s a good buy, for the money. Most of their products are made by good 
companies. For example, all of their mast pipe comes from Rohn. A lot 
of my antenna accessories have come from Radio Shack, and I've been 
fairly happy with it. Oh yeah, back to the preamps...I do feel that 
some of the units are hotter than others...meaning the quality control 
seems to be very poor. But if you test out several of the units, you can 
come up with a good booster. But, of course, you all know I use B-T, 

On other matters- just received by UPS 100’ of Jerrold CACc-11 cable that 
is rated 3.5 @B loss for UHF at the high end. Looking forward to using 
it this fall and perk up my UHF. My UHF Tr is out to 390 miles and even 
logged some local 190w translators at 40-59 miles!!" 

John Sulak writes us with word of a product he's found: “I'ma 
retired DXer who reads VUD to keep up to date on radio station changes. 
Recently, I stumbled onto something that could help FM DXers who live 
near an FM transmitter (causing images in the receiver). It's a 
product from Jerrold (General Instrument, TACO Division). Your local 
Tv antenna dealer probably doesn't have it, but should be able to order 
it. I don't know the price, but I will guess it is in the $5 range. The 
catalog says the following, ‘Tunable FM trap. Model RFT-300. Model 
RFT-300 attaches to the input 300 ohm terminals of an amplifier or TV 
set. Interference from a strong station in the industrial radio service 
(72 to 76 MHz) or FM broadcast is easily eliminated by adjusting 
the tuning knob until the interference pattern leaves the screen of 
the TV. Tunes from 72 MHz through the entire FM band (108 MHz). Tunable 
notch is .25 MHz wide with attenuation of 18 dB. Display packaged and 
packed 25 per master carton. 300 ohm.' Sounds good to me. Probably 
worth any price to a DXer with a problem local. .25 MHz is just about 
the width of a single FM station (.20 MHz). This means that an 
adjacent station would not be bothered much. TI don't know if anyone 
has any of these, but I would think it will work well. Hope I was 
helpful." Sounds like something I need, John...think I'll try it. 

Comments continue to trickle in on Mike Dalton's suggestion on 
counting call letter changes (mentioned in an earlier Mailbox), Almost 
all of the comments thus far have been negative. Paul Gaines (alias 
c.P, Cleaning) writes, "Everytime a station changes cali letters! Then 
WWJ-4, WDIV now~ I would have 2 for 1 - no! How about this- WJBK-2 
(engineer- Rod Luoma) has 2 transmitters. They use one today and the 
other tomorrow, etc. I don't count that as 2 stations, just one pick 
up. Plus, how about tnis- new towers, same location? It happens - 
Barrie 3. Can I count it again? A plane crashed into tower and ended 
up in their building housing their Tv and radio stations {plus another 
radio station). Should I be able to count this!" Your comments on the 
issue are still appreciated.

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FCC PROPOSED TECHNICAL STANDARDS FOR LPTV 

Things were running smoothly when transla-~ 
tor applications were drifting slowly into 
the FCC, The only obstacle to a translator's 
approval seemed to be the potential for in- 
terference to full service stations, other 
translators, or mobile assignments in the | 
UHF band. A combination of engineering 
judgement and computations of predicted cov- 
erage areas went into consideration for an 
application. While mileage separation stan- 
dards protected UHF broadcast stations from 
translator interference, all other broadcast 
and translator stations were protected by 
other means (see the article, "New Kid In 
Town" in the June, 1981 VUD). 

But when more than 5,000 Low power and 
translator applications poured into the FCC 
the entire system came to a screeching halt. 
On April 9, 1981, the FCC suddenly put a 
stop to accepting any more applications, 
except for a few special situations, Until a 
new method of processing applications and 
new separation standards could be estab-. 
lished, no more applications would be accep- 
ted. 

The FCC has recently come up with a propo- 
sal for such a method, which will put more 
of the burden on the computers and reduce 
the load on the already overtaxed staff. 
"The Commission is proposing to prohibit the 
overlap of certain signal strength contours. 
These contours would be calculated using the 
horizontal radiation pattern of the antenna: 
the maximum effective radiated power (ERP) 
and the radiation center height above aver- 
age terrain (HAAT) along the radial of in- 
terest." Although this method will be less 
flexible than a case-by-case analysis, it 
will provide more efficient use of the TV 
spectrum. 

Three areas of protection are considered: 
full-service broadcast stations, existing 
translators and LPTV stations, and land~mo~ 
bile assignments within the UHF band. The 
figures involved serve two purposes: to de~ 
termine if an applicant will cause interfer- 
ence to an existing service, and to deter- 
mine if two co-channel or adjacent-channel 
applicants would be mutually exclusive. 

PROTECTION TO FULL SERVICE STATIONS 

Pull service broadcast stations are to be 
protected by means of a predicted Grade B 
contour area. This is a geographic contour 
line where the required field strength, 
F(50,50), measured in dBp (decibels above 
one micro-volt per meter) are predicted to 
‘be at the levels mentioned in table #1. (See 
also Bruce Elving's article on page 40 of

The FCC is introducing two factors which 
have not previously been considered: receiv- 
ing antenna front-to-back ratios, and non~ 
standard offset frequencies. 

"Receiving antenna front~to-back ratios 
traditionally have been treated as a ‘safety 
factor' which would permit the antenna ad- 
justments needed to minimize interference 
coming from several directions, and gener- 
ally would allow the actual interference to 
be no worse than the prediction, We believe 
it is reasonable to assume that people Loca- 
ted near a station's Grade B contour will be 
using outdoor, directional receiving anten- 
nas," Recent studies valued outdoor VHF 
antennas and UHF antennas’ front-to-back 
ratio at around 11 to 17 dB, a good safety 
factor to minimize interference coming from 
several directions. 

"Offset carriers result in a stationary 
fine pattern of interference, which is, to 
most people, less objectionable than the 
moving bars or flickering pictures that are 
characteristic of non~offset co/channel 
interference." (Hear that fellas? The FCC 
says that fine patterns are caused by off- 
sets and that bars and flickers are caused 
by non-offsets! Another nail in the CCT 
heresy's coffin!) "Offset carrier operation 
works best when the offset frequency is 
equal to an odd number times one half the 
line frequency." Ideal offsets would be as 
shown in table #2.

The land mobile protected contour will be 
considered as an 80-mile-radius circle 
around the assigned city. The field strength 
of a co-channel LPTV station would not be 
permitted to exceed 52 dBp at the land 
mobile's protected contour. The figure for 
an adjacent channel is 76 dBp. 

Channel 17 is used in the Gulf of Mexico 
for Offshore Radio Telecomminications Ser~ 
vice (ORTS). The FCC plans to define a pro- 
tected boundary line from interference from 
LPTV stations on channels 16-18. 

CONCLUS ION , 

The FCC is presently awaiting comments on 
these proposals. Once guidelines are adopted 
which could protect existing stations and 
establish mutually exclusive applications, 
the wheels will begin rolling again, the 
backlog of applications will be reduced, and 
LPTV will become a reality. 

Whether LPTV will meet expectations or 
become a failure, whether it offers a chal- 
lenge to the DxX'er or clutter up the TV 
band, these things still remain to be seen; 
we will simply have to wait and see.

I was convinced by Andy Bolin that I 
should change to a Channel Master 4408 Stereo Probe 9 FM antenna with Belden 8275 
cable. The new antenna and cable was ordered in the middle of August. It seemed to 
take forever for everything to arrive. Finally, all was ready to be installed. When 
I told the antenna man that I must use 7% inch standoffs, I find there is no one in 
town that had any or ever heard of them! Weeks later, the store finally got some in. 
According to Andy, the 8275 cable should be at least 74 inches from the tower and mast. 
If the ordinary three inch standoffs had been used, there would be a loss of signal in 
the cable.
